traveling to the Interparliamentary Union meeting in Yugoslavia at the end 
of this month and would like a briefing on the situation there just prior to his 
departure. He said the group will also be visiting Egypt where they have been 
assured a meeting with Sadat, and are also planning to go to Algeria. He 
would like these areas also covered in a briefing which we will arrange around 
e nd or 23rd of this month. The Congressman expressed sympathy for the 
problems we are going through and in this connection commented that as the 
second ranking Minority member on the full Foreign Affairs Committee he will 
be a member of the new subcommittee which Chairman Thomas E. Morgan 
(D., Pa. ) is appointing to receive the Director's briefings on covert activities 
related to foreign policy, as per the recent amendments to the Foreign Assistance 
t^ct. He said depending on the Democratic Caucus the subcommittee will consist 
of five Democrats and two Republicans, or seven Democrats and three 
Republicans. . The five and two would be Representatives Morgan, Zablocki, 

Hays, Fountain, Fascell, plus Broomfield and Derwinski. The additional 
members making it seven and three would include Diggs and Nix, plus Buchanan. 
He added that Representative Michael Harrington (D. , Mass. ) is going to be 
a pioblem since he will not be included in either of these groups. I said we 
are concerned about the security of the information involved, especially in 
view of House Rule 11, which permits access to any committee transcripts 
by any member of Congress.
